**She came here last Tuesday,“ said Mrs. 
Parsons. She said she had been called to 
Chicago from her home in Madison, Wis., by 
the news that a Harry Tracy, whom she 
called her brother, was under arrest. Then 
she said he was not arrested, but that he 
was in the county hospital with a broken 
arm. She paid four days’ room rent. She 
was in her room most of the time. 

Thursday she borrowed 25 cents from 
me. That night a man called to see her, 
whom she introduced as her brother, Harry. 
She said Harry expected to get $200 acci- 
dent damages from the street car company 
and then she would be all right. Last night 
she walked the floor like a tigress. When 
I heard moans I entered her room. I had ree- 
ognized her as Harriet Burnham before she 
admitted it. When I asked Re what led her 
to seek her life she said: 

“*A man is the cause of it all.““ 


Tells of Killing Husband. 

While on trial last December Mrs. Burn- 
ham explained the killing of her husband. 
She said she lay flat on her back upon the 
floor, reached under the pillow of the bed 
with her left hand, grasped the revolver, 
transferred it to her right hand, and pulled 
the trigger—and all the time her husband 
had her by the throat and was bouncing her 
head on the carpet. 

When the man had staggered out of the 
room bleeding from two wounds, the wife 
crawled back into bed, where the police found 
her. 

Since I have been arrested my mother, 
sister, and brother have died,” Mrs. Burnham 
testified at her trial. ‘‘ They were all with 
me last Christmas when we had a tree at 
the flat at 2735 South Whipple street. I 
never dreamed that my whole family would 
be dead within a year.

When the air valve of his carburetor 
dropped off into the lake while he was 700

coolly volplaned down to the surface of the 
lake, meeting the water with nothing more 
than a passing ripple. 

Martin’s ingenuity in fixing up a makeshift 
air valve by the use of the chamois skin 
with which the gasoline on aerohydroplanes 
and similar craft is strained, made it pos- 
sible for him to make his way from his posi- 
tion of landing, some two miles out in the 
lake, to the shore. .

Members 
and guests sent their best wishes to the flier 
and his companions in the cruise. 

Martin changed spark plugs at Michigan 
City. At Macatawa he readjusted his car- 
bureter. When he landed at Lake Harbor be- 
cause of the loss of the air valve, Martin per- 
formed his volplane feat with a strong off- 
shore wind blowing. 

I tried to squeeze the volplane to bring 
us as far to land as possible. Mr. Martin said 
over the long distance telephone last night. 
„After we landed the wind was blowing us 
about considerably until Mr. Day hit on the 
idea of fixing the carbureter by holding our 
chamois gasoline strainer and a finger in it 
in such a fashion that it acted weakly.

Nemesis of Secret Lobby. 

Here was the man who had bared the in- 
visible government of the American peo- 
ple. 

This short, rather fat, white haired agent 
of what he has described as a corrupt lobby 
appeared a giant of power before whom the 
various men whom he has named as having 
connection with the association trembled. 

Looking upon him with eyes that seemed to 
shoot fire were James A. Emery, whom he 
referred to as the chief lobbyist of the as- 
sociation in Washington and others con- 
nected with the manufacturers’ organiza- 


was directing himself throughout the even- 
ing to the committee, stating in a matter of 
fact tone what his past career had been and 
what work he had done for the association 
which he has painted in such evil colors. 


Appearance Big Surprise, 

The action of the Overman committee in 
putting Mulhall on. the stand tonight was a 
decided surprise. It was the understanding 
during the day that he would be examined 
tomorrow. | 

However, the house investigating commit- 
tee decided to get ahead of the senate inves- 
tigators and arranged to subpeena the for- 
mer lobbyist of the National Association of 
Manufacturers for 9 o' clock tomorrow morn- 
ing.

Immediately after being excused by the 
senate committee at 11 o’clock a deputy 
sergeant at arms of the house approached 
Mulhall and said:

While Col. Mulhall is free tonight, he con- 
structively is in the custody of the sergeant 
a: arms of the senate. lia must reappear to- 
morrow morning before the senate commit. 

If he is not present at 9 o'clock he will 
be in contempt. 

By the terms of the house subpena he 
must appear before the Garrett committee at 
9 o'clock, or he will be in contempt of the 
house.

The most it can do will be to report the 
situation to the housé tomorrow afternoon 
and ask for the passage of a resolution dis- 
approving the action of the senate commit- 
tee and demanding that the witness be 
turned over to it with the necessary books 
and papers.

‘Senator Reed—During the year 1902 did you 
have anything to do with the settlement or 
adjustment of labor difficulties in the state 
of Pennsylvania or elsewhere? 

Mr. Mulhall—Yes, I had in Pennsylvania. 
I was sent by Senator Quay to consult with

strike in the anthracite regions in Pennsyl- 
‘veania in 1902. I had a conference Mr 
Mitchell in relation to that strike. 


Senator Reed—How did you come to go 
aver there to represent Senator Quay? 

Mr. Muthall—The senator wanted to get 
Mr: Mitchell's story. and at my interview 
with Mr. Mitchell he suggested that the 
state organizations at that time were enroll- 
ing Pinkerton detectives and other detec- 
tives from those organizations.

And I 
believe if a little diplomacy were used with 
the gentlemen mentioned it would place be- 
hind you an organization which could do you 
more and better service than any other in- 
fluence you could bring to bear in this region. 

“By meeting these gentlemen you will not 
compromise yourself in any way political, 
and I am positive that they would not ask 
‘you to do so unless you can do honor to your- 
self and the organization you represent. I 
hope you will give the request I ask of you 
in this letter to meet those gentlemen at 
the earliest convenience a favorable consid- 
eration, and. if you do, I feel poditive that 
you will bring a factor to your aid in this 
state that would be a valuable assistance 
to organized labor. 

It you remember, just before I left you I 


stated that I would write this letter about 


this time. Hoping for a prompt reply, I re- 
main, M. M. Mucwatu.” 


Mitchell Avoids Politics. 

To this Mr. Mitchell replied as follows:

Following the reading of the correspond- 
ence over the anthracite coal strike, Mulhall 
explained that he was on most friendly terms 
with Louls E. McComas—in 1901 a senator 
from Maryland. ) 

A letter was read, written by Mulhall. rec- 
ommending the appointment to office of two 
officers of the molders’ union of Baltimore, 
Md. A letter was also presented showing the 
part played by Mulhall in building up The 
Workingmen's Protective association,” a po- 
litical organization affiliated with the Repub- 

In this letter the two men recommended for 
office by Mulhall complained that the jobs 
they had been offered would pay only $45 per 
month and the labor they were to perform 
“ consisted of shoveling coal, cutting grass. 
cleaning windows, or anything else they 
wished us to do.“ The applicants for office 
“thought it poor compensation for Senator 
McComas or any other leader to tender us 
such positions for the work we did.“ 


Coming down..to.his connection with the 
National Association of Manufacturers, Mul- 
hall said that. Cushing offered him employ- 
ment with the National Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation in 1902, He had known Cushing since 
1888. Cushing was very anxious to secure 
Mulhall's services for the association to do 
organization work through the labor organ- 
ization and throughout the country.“

Senator Reed—So in this case you were se- 
curing the help of Mr. Cushing to secure a 
position with Mr. Yerkes, but did not want 
Senator McComas to know that fact. 

Mr. Mulhall-I was appointed by Senator 
McComas for a three months’ term deputy 
collector of internal revenue right after the 
fire in Baltimore, and Mr. Cushing volun- 
teered his services to have me retained after 
the three months expired.

Other letters were read into the record 
showing Cushing’s efforts to help Mulhall. 


Shows Fight Against McComas, 

At the same time Cushing was cautioning 
Mulhall not to throw the Workingmen’s Pro- 
tective association to McComas or the oppos- 
ing faction im Maryland. About the first of 
1903 Mr. Cushing agreed to help with funds 
to build up that organization, to perfect it, 
as he said.’ Mulhall continued: 

“The organization got active again in 
1002, and it ran down to about 500 members. 
and then Cushing wanted to bulld it back to 
its old strength, and he agreed to send a cer- 
tain amount of money asit was requ!red, and 
then built it up to about 1,200 members during 
that winter of 1908." 

Senator \(Reed—During that year were you 
under a salary? , 

Mr. Mulhall—No stated salary, outside of 
the inclosures that he would send when they 
were needed. 

Senator Reed—When you did receive these 
remittances during the yéar 1908 were they 
for your own Use or för the use of this asso- 
ciation, or weré you at liberty to use them 
as you saw it? 

Mr. Muthall—They went for halll rents and 
for the support of that organization. 


Not Under Regular Salary. 

Senator Reed—Did you get any salary dur- 
ing that year from the National Association 
of Manufacturers? 

Mr. Mulhall-Not any regular salary. Mr. 
Cushing. sent at different times a check, 
as he stated himself, of $40 occasionally, but 
not regularly, to me for y own expenses. 

In the primaries of 1908.Mulhall went with 
the Wachter factfon In Maryland and helped 
to beat McComas. He remained friendly. 
however, to McComas. Under date of Jan. 
6, 1904, Cushing wrote to Mulhall congratu- 
| lating him on his reélection to the head of 
the Workingmen’s Protective association 
and advising him to maintain “a neutral 
position in reference to McComas. Mul- 
hall explained that Cushing was against Mc- 
Comas on account of his eight hour bill. 


Fights Eight Hour Bill. 

Various letters from Cushing continued to 
urge Mulhall to remain neutral with refer- 
ence to’ McComas.

Shows Cushing’s Activity. 

Evidently the pressure applied to McComas 
had some effect, for, according to Mulhall, 
the chairman of the Baltimore city commit- 
tee expressed the opinion that McComas 
would not press the eight hour bill at the 
seszion of congress then in progress. 

Cushing apparently was extremely active. 
for, according to Mulhall, he sent large num- 
bers of letters and circulars gotten up in the 
office of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers in New York to the witncss and had 
him mail them. The circulars were to busi- 
ness men and, asked them to get active 
againet McComas and protest againet his 
eight hour bill. 

Mulhall did not let McComas know what 
he was doing and ostensibly remained on 
friendly terme with him.

‘Ledyard says Lauterbach told him he was 
in communication with me through Sena- 
tor Stone,“ the speaker sald. ‘‘ Lauterbach, 


who acknowledged on the witness stand that 


he had lied, said Lamar gave him the in- 


formation. Lamar confessed the whole tale { 


was a lie to force J. P. Morgan & Co. to take 
Lauterbach back into their employ. Al of 
them disclaim any acquaintance or com- 
munication with me. 


Tale Justly Labeled Lie. 

Senator Stone justly and properly char- 
acterized the Lamar-Lauterbach tale as a 
lie, in which he was entirely correct. He 
and I never in our lives conversed about or 
ia any way mentioned to each other Morgan 
& Co. or the steel trust investigation. 

I never spoke to John Pierpont Morgan 
or any member of his firm in my life; never 
communicated with him or them in any man- 
rer whatsoever; never authorized anybody 
else to do so. I was, to my best knowledge 
and belief, never introduced, even casually, 
to him or any of them. To my best knowl- 
edge and belief, I never saw any of them. 
except Mr. Morgan himself, Ad that was 
across the large dining room of the New 
Willard at a Gridiron club banquet. 


Lauterbach All but Stranger.

Quesioned About North Gift.

N. E. A. Plans to Study 
Grade Teachers Needs. 


IBT A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 


ALT LAKE, Utah, July 11.—{ Special. }— 
The. League of Teachers’ associations 
opened a campaign. today for teachers’ 
pensions and succeeded in formulating a 


new department of the National Educa- 


tional association, namely, the class room teach- 
ers’ department. The request for such a branch 
of the N. E. A. was made last year by Miss Mar- 
garet Haley of the Chicago Teachers federation 
and the board of directors approved the plan 
today. 

According to Miss Haley, the formation of the 
new department shows a spirit on the part of 
the N. E. A. for the first time toward co- 
operation with grade teachers’ organizations, 
The league has promised to increase the mem- 
bership of the N. E. A., and the latter has agreed 
to take up questions of particular interest to 
grade teachers. Joseph Swain, the new presi- 
dent, promised to have an entire general session 
next year devoted exclusively to the matter of 
pensions, salaries, and tenure of office. 


— 


Following the action of the ¢.rectors in form- 
ing the new class room teachers’ department 
the latter organized, elected officers and began 
plans for the coming year. A legislative com- 
mittee was appointed and instructed to prepare 
a modd@ pension law which could be used as a 
basis for pension laws in all states. 

Miss Haley's account of the contest on the 
teachers’ pension bill between the Chicago 
Teachers’ federation and the Chicago board of 
education brought forth the special instruction 
that the model bill allow fgr complete control 
of the fund by the teachers. 

The movement by boards of education to get 
control of teachers’ pension funds appears to be | 

general,” said Miss Haley. “In Chicago we 
thought it was the pet idea of our own board 
We find, however, that other 
school boards have tried the same scheme, So 
far they have been defeated every ti 

“If the the N. E. A will get bach of us in 
the matter of salaries, pensions, and Senure we 
can accomplish much that we have been unable 
to do Alone. Teachers as a Class have never 
been able to make themselves felt. This is es- 
pecially true in Chicago. The people who sell 
coal to the Chicago board of education are more 
influential in school affairs than the 6,000 -teach- 
ers who teach the 250,000 children in Chicago.” 

The classroom teachers’ department will 
urge that provision be made that teachers on 
leave of abserice to work for their organiza- 
tion be. counted in the school service as far as

Shelley's Diary will be delighted to 
know that her grandson; Richard Edg- 
cumbe, edited a new volume of her 
Diary, DIARY OF FRANCES 
LADY SHELLEY ”—letters running from 1818- 
1873—-(BScribner), The favorable reputation 
given to the first book more than justifies thé 
ublication of this volume. The materials used 
hroughout have beon derived from various 
sources. 2 ‘this material are not only 
Lady Sheliey’s Diaries but more letters from 
the Duke of Wellington and the Duke of Rut- 
land. There are many ihteresting letters writ- 
ten to the celebrated Mrs. Arbuthhot—a cor- 
respondence which casts a flood of light upon 
that lady’s real chafacter and the nature of 
her intimacy with the Duke of Wellington. 
Lady Shelley is particularly clever in the 
drawing of her own portrait. This she has 
shown with fearless fidelity. It is a matter of 
keen regret that this volume is the last that 
will be made from her diary and corresponda- 
ence. The diaries begin With a reference to 
the Duchess of York, with whom Lady Shelley 
dined the day before. 
The Duchess of York must have been a very

On mgr 15 1882, we find this entry in Lady 
Shelley’s “On this day Arthur, Duke of 
Wellingt * the greatest man that ever 
drew breath, departed in that blessed calm and 
freedom from suffering which attends the death 
of the righteous. May my end be like his! 
There were no dying words to be chronicled; 
ahd above all, no deathbed scene. I feel confi- 
dent that he awoke in the presence of Mis God.” 

As is generally known, the Duke of Welling- 
ton did not get on very happily with his wife, 
but he found consolation in the society of Mrs. 
Arbuthnot. They came often together to visit 
Lady Shelley. On this subject she writes: 
“Mrs. Arbuthnot, who was often the duke's ad- 
viser and gave him her clear and honest opin- 
ion on matters of which others were afraid to 
speak—-views inspired by her clear brain—was 
invaluable to the duke. Their intimacy may 
have given gossips an excuse for scandal; but I, 
who knew them both so well, am convinced that 
the duke was not her lover. He admired her 
very much—for she had a manlike sense—but 
Mrs. Arbuthnot was devoid of womanly passions 
and was, above all, a loyal-and truthful woman.” 
The duke, according to Lady Shelley, required 

‘a fireside friend, and one quite without nerves,” 
and Mrs. Arbuthnot filled the bill.

Pour 
into a punch bowl containing cracked ice and 
serve in tall, slender glasses, accompanied by 
straws, In the top of each glass place a sprig 
of mint whose stem and lower leaves have been 
well bruised to bring out the flavor.”
